Work is to begin this week on the 
remodeling of ■ St. Ignatius church. 
This old building, at- one time belong-' 
ing to the CampbelliteB, and built in 
1862, was purchased by the\ Bishop of 
Chicago for *ain Episcopal church four 
years ago. Since Jbe^resent con- 
gregation has occupied the building 
much money haB been spent in improvr 
ing the interior. The building was 
erected' for. a Protestant church and 
before the Episcopal services could be 
held numerous changes were neces- 
sary. . ~~^ 

The interior is now completed and all 
efforts ere now centering on the ex- 
terior. .Warren Robinson of Channel 
lake was granted the wor^after the 
meeting of the -finance committee on 
Tuesday^ evening, his bid being the 
most acceptable. 

The building i'b to be lighted at day 
by nine stained glass Gothic windows, 
ordered from Carl Reimer & Co. of 
Milwaukee. 

The old tower is to be torn down and 
a twelve foot, square lower' is to be 
built out in frontof the entrance. This 
new tower is to be thirty-four . fe'et 
high and is to' be built resempliuga 
caatle tower and will haye three ftnors, 
vestibule, study and belfrey.

This work is patterned after the old

Once a forest fire gains sufflclent 
headway the flames convert each live 
pine Into a gas retort and the flaming 
gas, carried by the wind, jumps fnr 
ahead' of the fire line, to start new 
fires. Also, a forest flre will- run up 
a mountain slope with tremendous 
speed, creating its own draft as it 

g °Alrplnne service would Instantly de- 
tect a forest fire. It would reach the 
spot promptly, with smothering gas, 
firefighters, tools, provisions and ma- 
terials. If the national forests nnd 
national parks are worth creating and 
administering, they arc worth preserv- 
ing. The ordinary forest fire is a ca- 
lamity. The big one- is a cntastropne. 
In a twinkling the growth of ■ Gen- 
erations Is gone. Where a forest stood 
there Is desolation which will last for 
many a year. The losses In money 
^season, saying nothing of the 
menace to human life, would pay for 
an extensive air service equipment. 

That there Is a distinct nnd impor- 
tant" place for aircraft In fire protec- 
tion of tlmberlnnds has been regard- 
cd by the .forestry officials for some 
time as beyond doubt. It was with this 
Idea in mind that arrangements were 
made to have army airplanes and cap- 
tive balloons cover portions of the na- 
tional forests of California, Arizona, 
New Mexico and other states this sum- 
mer. The patrolling was started early 
In June and has so quickly proved its 
worth, that it? was proposed to extend 
the service to other points In the East, 
including one near the White moun- 
tains In New Hampshire. , 
No difficulty Is experienced by the 
airmen* In detecting fires In henvytjj. 
beTfrom elevations of 0.000 to 10.000 

°At present the forest service relies 
for the detection of fires partly on pa- 
trol, usually by men on horses, motor 
cycles, or railroad speeders, and partly 
on watchers stationed .on "lookout 
points. Aircraft have many points or 
obvious superiority over this method. 
Lookouts In every broken country. 



cut up by deep canons or where moun- 
tain ridges obstruct the view, or In a 
flat country that affords no jjooa 
points of vantage, are often unab\e to 
pick up fires quickly by the rising 
I smoke, or to locate them accurately. 
1 For precise location the system In use 
depends on trlangulatlon through re- 
ports telephoned from separate obser- 
vntlon points. Airplanes, however, can 
use wireless, or even the new wireless 
telephone, nnd they can locate fires by 
coordinates In the same way that gun- 
fire In war is directed to a particular 

^Experiments made In bombing fires 
to put them out show the posslblllt es 
In this direction. Bombs charged, with 
suitable chemicals for extlnglushlng 
fires have been used with good results. 
At present the only observation bal- 
loon used In connection with forest 
fire patrolling Is the one maintained at 
the Arcadia field, 'near Lbs Angela. 
This balloon Is sent nloft to a height 
of about 3.000 feet and remains there 
from 7 n. m. until p. m. In case of lire 
a report from the balloon observer Is 
telephoned to the army bnlloon school 
and transmitted to the forest service 
at Los Angeles. Another plan to be 
tested later In the summer Is trnm*- , 
porting fire fighters by dirigibles from 
which ladders can be lowered to the 

ground. ' 

Outlaw Cotton Fields. 
The airplane to spy out hidden cot- 
ton fields has proved successful. It Is 
the result of an experiment cnrrledout 
by the federal horticultural bonrd of 
the department of agriculture. In 
southern Texas, where the devnstat- 
inc nlnk bollworrc of cotton has been 
Eying to Invade the United States 
from Mexico., there are cotton-free 
zones, declared by law as hnrrtw 
against the progress of the worm. But 
a few misguided farmers feel that 
their rights have been Infringed nnd 
have developed a tendency to. become 
cutlnw cotton planters. Much of the 
country Is heavily timbered,, roads arc 
neither plentiful nor good In many pla- 
ces nnd It has been possible for an 
outlaw planter to tuck away a few 
acres of cotton In some nook of the 
woods beyond probability, of discovery 
by ordinary means, though the depart- 
ment of agriculture has been making 
diligent efforts to spot every stalk or 
cotton in the quarantined areas. 

Last year when workers of the fed- 
eral horticultural board were on the 
ground, they tried out the airplane for 
scouting work. In this way Inspector 
Hensley of the board discovered sev- 
en outlaw cotton fields in the heavily 
wooded country along. the Trinity driv- 
er and around Galveston, bay which 
had escaped discovery. 

January of this year the work of lo- 
cating' cotton fields In the observation 



zone by aerial patrol was officially In- 
augurated and has been In regular pro- 
cess over since. Two flights were made 
later In January for the purpose of ob- 
taining a panornmlc view of the terri- 
tory bordering the quarantine lines, to 
note the character and <* ten * <* n f t 
1 forests or wooded areas which might 
act as a natural barrier to the spread 
of the pink bollworm by flight of the 
moth, as well as to secure some idea 
of the value of aerial observations In

BAIT-CA8TINQ FOR BEGINNER. 

My Dear Buck: _ 

For your practice -work or ratner 
the back-yard casting, before you try 
outthe real stuff, all you need of your 
balt-caatlng tackle is your rod, steel 
or split bamboo, 5 or 5% footer aa you 
prefer; 60-yard spool of waterproof 
soft Bquare braided silk No. 6 line; 
quadruple multiplying reel and a cast- 
ing plug. '•_ • '• \- 
Joint your rod and place the reel 
in the reel seat right above the grip, 
with the reel -on top of. the rod, reel 
handle to the right. Run the line 
through the tip and guides, wind it 
evenly on the reel and loop on tne 
plug at the end. 

At a distance of say 30 feet from 
where you intend to etand while mak- 
ing the cast, peg down a small piece 
of paper, say about eight inches 
square, for a target Think tola is the 
Home of a fine frisky baas, it adds to 
the interest of the game. 

You are all ready now, get in' the 
box, 30 feet from the target and face 
it. Take the rod in your right hand, 
let the plug hang down about six 
inches from the* tip, reel on top with 
the thumb pressing on the line wound 
on the spool of the xe>l, the fingers . 
of course around the grip of the .rod. | 
Before. bringing the rod back over the 
shoulder to start the cast, twist the 
wriBt to the left enough to bring the 
top of the reel towards your body, 
the spool of the reel nearly vertical. 
■ In this position swing the rod back 
over the right shoulder until the plug 
hangs on a line with your belt, the 
rod will then be at about a 45 degree 
angle with t'ho ground and your hand 
near your right ear. This much is for 
position, the cast starts from this 
point, wherein it differs from fly-cast- 
ing which starts from the first up- 
ward sweep. 

Keep Thumb Pressure on Reel. 
From this position swing the rod 
forward witli a swift firm sweep, in- 
creasing the speed as the rod swings 
forward— all this time the thumb 
pressure stays on the line wound on 
the reel. As the rod Bweeps to a 
perpendicular position, release the 
thumb pressure— but not entirely— 
and out shoots the plug carrying the 
line from tiie reel. 

Keep your eye on the plug, although 
it'B a hundred to one shot that you , 
•will watch the reel Instead. When) 
the plug is still in the air. Just be- , 
fore it hits the ground, press the 
thumb down firmly on the reel, which 
stops it from revolving. ttyouWlto 
do this, old man, the reel will keep 
on turning from its momentum, and 
having no heavy plug in the air to 
pull it along, the line will snarl up on 
{he reel and you will be introduced 
to your first Vback-lash," with which 
ydu will become well acquainted, any- 
way, as you get along in the game. 

If your plug did a pretty . flight, 
straight up in the air. you. released 
your thumb pressure before the rod 
W os perpendicular, if it did a Brodie 
right down into the ground in front of 
you, then you failed to release the 
thumb pressure soon enough. Re- 
member this point, the thumb pres- 
sure is never entirely removed from 
the line on the reel, the lighter pres- 
sure on the line keeps a "pull" on < the 
bait and prevents back-lashes. Dad 
cess to 'em." Always jam the thumb 
down hard Just before tho.balt lands, 
stop the rod In Us Bweep when it Is 
much higher than the target and keep 
your eyes on the plug. As it files out 
and settles, slowly lower, the tip of 
the rod, keeping the plug, lino and rod 
on a lino as much as possible, as it 
Raves friction on the - guides and 
makes your line last longer, a a well 
us Increases the distance to your cast. 
Reel Line In Smoothly. 
You have now made your first cast 
and upon how carefully you reel in 
your line depends the success or fail- 
ure of your next cast. Shift the rod 
to the loft hand, grasping it above the 
reel, .circling it from the underside, 
with the line between the forefinger- 
and the thumb which guides the line 
across the spool of the reel and back 
again until it is all reeled in. Don t 
let it pile up on the ends of the spool, 
which it has an ornery habit of do- 
ing, or build up into a hump in the 
middle. If you do, you can check oft 
the next cast as a dead one. | 

Try to reel it in as level as possi- 
ble. Of course while actually fishing 
you will always watch your bait while 
reeling in the line, especially when 
you are casting among lily padB and 
windfalls, but In the practice work 
watch the reel. This will save you 
-lots of time and fish later. After a lit- 
tle practice you can watch the plug, I 
remembering not to slow up the 
thumb and finger. In guildlng the line j 
i pmoothly onto the joel, or it will pile j 
f up before you know it and bring back 
! your old friend, Mr. G. W. Back-Lash,

PRESIDENT ASKS 
FOR WAGE TRUCE 

Shopmen Are Offered 4-Cent 

Raise; Greater Increase 

Called Unwise. 



WAGE BOOSTS RAISE PRICES 



Present High Cost of Living Is Tem-

FIVE OUTLAWS ARE KILLED 



"Washington, Aug. 27.— President 
"Wilson submitted to representatives of 
the six railroad shop crafts a proposul 
to pay shopmen about four cents an 
hour increase, on a basis of ten-hours' 
"pay for eight hours' work, retroactive 
to May 1. 

The president told the committee of 
100 representing the shop crafts that 
any greater Increase now would great- 
ly Increase the cost of living and there- 
fore was Inadvisable. 

Certain classes of shopmen, repair- 
men and car Inspectors, who have been 
receiving 03 cents and 58 cents, respec- 
tively, would be paid 07 cents an hour 
under .the proposed scale. 

The shopmen's representatives told 
the president they would submit the 
proposition to their members, whose 
original demands were for an advance 
of 25 per cent. 

The president requested that the 
men not act on the original proposi- 
tion to have a congressional commit- 
tee pnss on the wage demands. A 
vote of the shopmen on this proposition* 
Is now being tabulated. 

The Increase represents a conces- 
sion amounting to approximately one- 
fourth of the demand made by the 
shopmen. 

The shopmen nsk for a 25 per cent 
increase on their basic pay of OS cents 
an hour. This increase would have 
amounted to 17 cents an hour, where- 
as the proposal of the president would 
give them 4 cents an hour, or -10 cents 
a day more than the workers now re- 
ceive. 

The president, coincident with his 
statement to the shopmen's representa- 
tives, addressed a statement to the 
public advising the nation of the situa- 
tion and the basis of his action. It Is. 
his first publicly expressed view on the 
country's labor situation. 

The 4-cent an hour Increase pro- 
posed, the president's statement said, 
represents a readjustment of shop- 
men's wages to put their pay on the 
same basis as other railroad workers, 
that Is, on ten-hour hour pay and eight- 
hour work basis, and accordingly Is 
not In the strict sense an Increase In 
wages. ( 

Pointing to the shopmen's argument 
that an Increase In wages was neces- 
sary to meet the high cost of living, 
the president said the workers' de- 
mands were In effect "that we make au 
Increase In wages, which are likely to 
be permanent, In order to meet a tem- 
porary situation which will last no- 
body can certainly tell how long, but 
in all probability only for a limited 
time." 

The president's statement said "It Is 
neither wise nor feasible to take care 
of Increases In wages of railroad em- 
ployees at this time by Increases In 
freight rates." 

A single paragraph of the statement 
Is sufficient to show how serious the 
president considers the entire situa- 
tion, lie says: 

"We are face to face with a situa- 
tion which Is more likely to affect the 
happiness and prosperity, and even the 
life, of our people than the war Itself," 
adding: 

"In such circumstances It seems 
clear to me, and I believe will seem 
clear to every thoughtful American, In- 
cluding the shopmen themselves, when 
they have taken second thought, and 
to. to ull wage earners of every kind, 
that we ought to postpone questions of 
this sort until normal conditions come 
again and we have the opportunity for 
certain calculation as to the relation 
between wages and the cost of 
' living. 

'"It is the duty of every citizen of 
the country to insist upon a truce In 
such contests until Intelligent settle- 
ments can be made, and made by 
peaceful and effective common coun- 
sel. 

, '/I- appeal to my fellow citizens of 
every employment to co-operate In In- 
sisting upon and In maintaining such a 
truce, and to co-operate also In sus- 
taining the government In what It con- 
ceives to be the only course which con- 
scientious public servants can pur- 
sue. 

"Demnnds unwisely made and pas- 
sionately Insisted upon at this time 
menace the peace and prosperity of the 
country as nothing else could, nnd thus 
contribute to bring about the very re- 
sults which such demands are Intended 
to remedy." 



Contact With Federals Also Engaged 
In Hunting Robbers Who Held 
Americans for Ransom Results 
In Decision to Stop Hunt. * 

Marfa, Tex., Aug. 25.— Three hun- 
dred American cavalry troops made 
their way back to the Rio Grande 
through a driving rainstorm after an 
unsuccessful campaign . begun Inst 
Tuesday to overtake the bandits who 
captured and held for ransom Lleuts. 
Harold G. Peterson and Paul H. Davis. 
, The first of the expedition, the pack 
and supply trains, reached Ruldosa 
shortly after 8:30 o'clock last night, 
according to telephone advices. The 
remainder of the expedition followed. 

Contact with Carranza soldiers also 
on the trail of the bandits and a heavy 
rain, which wiped out the fresh trails, 
resulted in decision to abandon the 
chase. 

Meantime the rain had. also wiped 
out the trails of 'the bandits, who 
were only a few hours ahead of the 
Americans. 

The punitive expedition is making 
the return In single column with 
three cavalry troops leading, pnek 
trains, machine gun troops, and other 
units following. Two troops are act- 
ing as rear guard. 

The six days below the border re- 
sulted In the killing of four bandits 
by troops and death of one by ma- 
chine gun bullets from an airplane. 

Galveston, Tex., Aug. 23.— Seven of 
the Mexican bandits who robbed sail- 
ors from the United States cruiser 
Cheyenne off Tamplco last month 
have been apprehended nnd put to 
death by the Carranza authorities, ac- 
cording to an official report from Gen. 
Pueblo Gonzales to Mexican Consul 
Meade Flcrro, here, made public. The 
report states the bandits had property 
of the sailors In their possession.

Hour "Gained" In 1918 Will Be Perma- 

nently "Lost" in October — 

Ends Hot right. 

Washington, Aug. 22. — Repeal of the 
daylight saving act bus been accom- 
plished. The senate voted to sustain 
the house In passing the repeal mens- 
ure over President Wilson's veto. The 
vote was 57 to 19. 

The repeal of the law, which now 
takes its place among the very few 
which have been passed over a presi- 
dential veto, becomes effective after 
the clocks are turned bnck to normal 
hi October. It will go down In legis- 
lative history as one of { the. very few 
measures which twice have been ve- 
toed by a president nnd become law by 
the vote of md^ than two-thirds in 
both houses of congress. 

Agitation for repeal of the daylight 
saving law first came from farmers, 
but recently was buttressed by labor 
unions, mothers' clubs, rural school nu- 
thorltles and many other Interests. 

Urban opinion also became divided 
and officials of many cities nnd small- 
er towns demnnded repeal. Congress 
was flooded with petitions for repeal 
nnd with petitions urging retention of 
the statute. 

Loss of time In farm labor was the 
principal objection raised to the law. 
This complaint came principally from 
farmers employing "hired hands." 

The complaint of loss of labor wns 
based principally on the shortening of 
the working day on the farm by the 
advancing of the clock one hour from 
March to October. 

The fanners declared they could not 
adjust farm work to the advanced 
time because, with the clock advanced 
nn Hour, farm work could not be begun 
ns early In the morning as under the 
normal time schedule and must close 
an hour earlier. This Is because the 
.dew ou the ground In the early morn- 
ing prevented plowing and other farm 
labor under the advanced time sched- 
ule. 



Five-Thousand Dollar Fine or Two 
Years' Sentence Provided — Rent 
Clause Barely Beaten, i 

Washington, Aug. 25\-rRent profi- 
teers narrowly escaped being Included 
In the food control act ' amendments 
which passed the house Friday after 
five hours of debate. 

Exemption of farmers from penal- 
ties and hoarding as provided in the 
bill was the subject of attack, but the. 
representatives of rural districts car- 
ried the day. 

Without any chnnge more important 
than the insertion- of a semicolon, the 
measure finally was passed as pro- 
posed by the attorney general. There 
was no roll call on any of the prop- 
ositions. 

As passed, the scope of the food 
control act Is extended to ' include 
wearing apparel and containers .of 
food, feed and fertilizers, a pennlty 
of $5,000 fine or two years' Impris- 
onment Is provided for hoarding and' 
profiteering, and the department of 
justice Is given authority to go after 
the small as well as the large re- 
tailers. 

Representative Huddleston of Ala- 
bama sponsored the amendment' ap- 
plying to rent profiteers. Ho won In 
committee of the whole, his amend- 
ment being adopted by a vote of 70 
to 03, but In the house proper It was 
rejected by a vote of 77 to 132.

Washington, Aug. 22.— A bill to stop 
all Immigration for two yenrs nnd a 
bill to deport all aliens who drew their 
first papers in order to escape military 
service during the war were Intro- 
duced by Chairman Johnson of the 
house Immigration committee. 

After the end of the two-year sus- 
pension period aliens would be en- 
titled to admission to the United 
States only under a passport or on 
their written declaration to become an 
American citizen.

Seven Thousand Officers and Men of 

U. S. Regulars in 

Germany. 

Washington, Aug. 25. — American 
forces which will remain In Germany 
after September 30 are the Eighth In- 
fantry, Eleventh machine gun battal- 
ion, Second battalion' of the Sixth field 
artillery, Thirty-fifth field signal bat- 
talion, First supply train, First mobile 
ordnance repair shop, Company A of 
the First Engineers, field hospital No. 
13 nnd ambulance company No. 20. 
This wns announced by the wur de- 
partment. ' 

The aggregate strength of these 
units will be nearly 7,000 officers and 
men. The Infantry regiment, com- 
prises 3.S0O, the mnchine gun battalion, 
775; the artillery, 750, and the engi- 
neers, 250, giving a total combatant 
strength of 5,575. 



Secretary and His Party of Officers 

and Men of Dreadnaught Given 

Warm Welcome by Natives. 

Abonrd the S. S. New York, Hon- 
olulu Harbor, Aug. 25. — Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels nnd his official party 
of officers and men of the dread- 
naught New York, arriving here, were 
treated with. the hospitality that long 
has distinguished : the Ilawallun Is- 
lands. 

The Now York and four destroyers 
were tied alongside their piers almost 
in the center of the city. 

Off Wnlkikl beach the great dread- 
naught was met by scores of small 
craft, Including outrigger canoes, mo- 
torlnunchcs, sail and row boats, which 
accompanied the great ship into the 
harbor. 

From the time he went down tho 
New York gangplank Secretary Dan- 
iels' time was fully occupied. From 
the ship he was taken to a hotel at 
Wnlkikl beach, where he was re- 
ceived with all the pomp of a visiting

CARNEGIE LEFT $50,000,000 

Vast Gifts During Life Shown as Fil- 
ing of Will at New York 

Nears. 



New York, Aug. 22. — Andrew Car- 
negie died worth $50,000,000, accord- 
ing to one of his executors. His will 
Is to bo offered for probate next.week. 
Air. Carnegie stipulated that the Homo 
Trust company ,of Hoboken, N. J., 
should act as executor without bond, 
the will Is about 4,500 words long. 



Washington, Aug. 20.— Official ad- 
vices here state that the Russinn so- 
cialist,, revolutlonnry and member of 
the second dumn, G. A. Alexlnsky, who 
recently escaped from Russia after un- 
dergoing ten months' Imprisonment at 
the hands of the bolshevlkl, has writ- 
ten a description of the present sltu- 
ntlon in Russia. 

"Aceordlng/to this Information," the 
report says, "in spite of the terrible ' 
conditions of life nnd the fact that 
tho bolshevlst spying system Is qu^te 
ns well organized as was that of the 
old regime, a great deal of cryptic ac- 
tivity Is going on In nntl-bolshevlst 
clrcjes. 

"At present three considerable or- 
ganizations have united ngnlnst the 
bolshevlst s, namely, the League of 
Russia's Regeneration, the National 
Center and the Committee of Public 
Men. These represent nil the groups 
from Octoberlsts to social revolution- 
aries, Inclusive. 

"Alexlnsky Is deputed to represent^ 
these united organizations/ nnd ho 
states that their policy Is to support 
, Admiral Kolchnk, with whom they nro 
In regular communication' through 
couriers. They have only one point 
In view: that those who tire not with 
Kolchnk are with Lenlne. 

"Frequent attempts of bolshcvlsts to 
relieve their Isolation 'by arranging 
contact with the socialist revolution- 
nrles and the social democratic In- 
ternationalists have failed, and tho 
members of these parties liuve been 
Imprisoned, with the exception of two. 
All the left socialist-revolutionaries 
nre still In prison and Maria Splrldo- 
nova Is kept -in a mndhouse. 

"The prestige of Kolchnk continues 
to grow among the workmen, nnd a 
sure sign of their bitter discontent Is 
the unending commotion among the 
hands In works and factories. 

•"The economical measures of tho 
bolshevlst government have complete- 
ly ruined the larger industries, and op- 
h orations have ceased at most of the 
mills. There nre now only • 2,000,000 
workmen left out of 10,000.000. Two- 
thirds of the Industrial proletariat of 
Petrograd have disappeared. In this 
way the Idiotic policy of the Russian 
bolsheviks Is destroying the Inbor 
movement. 

"This," says Alexlnsky, "ought to be 
made known to all socialist parties 
and syndicalist organizations of Eu- 
rope, and America, in order that the 
bolshevlst regime may be properly 
weighed In the balance with respect 
to the interests of the orgnnized prole- 
tariat 

"Bolshevism has not benefited the 
real and true proletariat, but only tho 
rascally proletariat; bolshevlst social- 
ism is not proletarian socialism, but 
u socialism of rascality. This it not 
understood by the better elements of 
the Russian proletariat. 

"Before Alexlnsky left Moscow on 
May 3 he. managed an Important sec- 
tion of the general labor confedera- 
tion (all-Russia central council of 
professional unions of workmen). Ho 
Is therefore able to state that the Rus- 
sian syndicalist movement has been 
enormously damaged by the bolsheviks 
and that the syndicate. Instead of be- 
ing a- rampart in the struggle for the 
Interests of the working masses, have 
become simply bureaucratic officers 
serving the Interests of the governing 
Clique." 

Copenhagen, Aug. 25. — The Polish 
army has administered a crushing de- 
feat of the bolshevlkl In the neighbor- 
hood of Dubno, the Polish general staff 
at Warsaw announces. 

The soviet forces are In retreat 
everywhere, with the Polish army In 
pursuit, ' 

The fortress of Rovno, in Volhynia, 
northeast of Dubno, has been captured 
by the Poles after hard fighting. 

Ukrainian troops have captured 
Odessa, It is announced by the Ukrain- 
ian mission. 

The enpture was effected after se- 
vere fighting north of the city. Bol- 
shevist naval detachments from the 
Black sea fleet, who were dispatched 
In great haste to oppose the Ukrain- 
ians, deserted.

Washington. Aug. 22.— President 
"Wilson has not the power to declare 
•peace by\ proclamation, nor could he 
•consent in any circumstances to take 
«uch a course prior to the ratification 
of a formal treaty of peace by the sen- 
ate. The president so wrote Senator 
Fall In answer to one of the 20 written 
•questions the senator presented at the 
"White House conference Tuesday. ' 

Replying to another question, the 
president said the provision of the 
treaty thnt it should come into force 
after .ratification by Germany nnd 
three of tl>c principal associated pow- 
ers operated merely to establish peace 
between those ratifying powers,, and 
that it was "questionable whether It 
■can be Bald .that the League of Nations 
Is In any true sense created by the as- 
sociation of only. three of the allied 
4ind associated governments." 

To Senator Fall's questions relntlng 
to the disposition of Germany's pos- 
sessions, the president said the ar- 
rangement In the trenty conveyed no 
-title to the nlllcd or associated powers, 
tmt merely "Intrusts disposition of the 
territory in question to their decision.' 
"Germany's renunclntlon in favor of 
the principal allied nnd associated 
' powers," the president continued, "of 
her rights and titles to her overseas 
possessions Is meant similarly to ope- 
rate as vesting In those powers a trus- 
teeship with* respect t6 their final dis- 
position and government" 

Here Are the Twenty Queries. 
The 20 questions answered by Pres- 
ident Wljson, which. were submitted 
to him bV Senator Fall at the confer- 
ence held at the White House Tues- 
day, are in brief as' follows:

overlook a good thing In the shape of 
bait or,lure. Although they only make 
n short little fight, there's a way of 
fishing for them that will give you 
quite a bit of fuu and please even the 
sure-enough fisherman who Is seeming- 
ly shocked when you even mention pan 
fish to him. Of course, most of that 
disdain stuff Is merely bull on the part 
of the fellow that hops up In the clouds 
when you mention little pannles. 

Light Fly Rod Best. 
Here Is the tackle that put pep In 
the pan-flsh game. Get the lightest, 
whippiest steel fly rod you can Und, 
about ten feet In length; use an ordi- 
nary soft-brulded silk casting line nnd 
a number eight or ten hook, and do a 
little still fishing. With this rigging 
you will be pleasantly surprised at the 
sport in lauding a fair-sized paiiner. 
They start out with quite a showy 
light, hut it don't last long. However, 
with this tackle, old scout, they'll play 
better und show more spunk thau with 
the ordinary casting rod, and take It as 
a side tip you won't land everyone you 
hook at thnt. 

The crappie Is found In most; ponds, 
lagoons, und lakes, as well as the 
more sluggish streams, and they like 
the quiet waters. They bite best In 
the early spring, In June and the fall, 
although you get them most any time. 
'For a still-fishing bait they like grass- 
hoppers, worms or live minnows, and 
you can catch them- trolling with min- 
now or , very small spoonhook, while 
at times they will rise to the trout, fly, 
The rock bass prefers the clear, cool 
water, and Is not only found In nearly 
every lake, pond nnd river, but also 
In the little creeks and streams. In 
the lakes you will find him where the 
reeds and underwater grasses grow 
and In the streams he dotes on the 
deep holes among the rocks und bowl- 
ders or around stumps, brush or wind- 
falls. Most any. kind of bait suits him, 
but small minnows, angleworms and 
white wood-grubs . make him swim 
around and take notice. They put up 
quite a stagger at fighting when first 
hooked, nnd make a final effort when 
brought up to the boat. A small red 
Ibis or white miller fly often tempts 
them, and very small frogs or craw- 
fish interest the larger ones. 

Striped Perch' Good Biter. 
' The yellow or striped perch Is prob- 
.ably the best little biter In the whole 
outllt, und although he does .not as a 
rule jlght like- a heavyweight, if you 
get a two-pounder on light fly tackle 
you know there Is a fish on the. fur end 
of the line. Go after him in about 
thirty to forty feet of water and you 
get the big ones. With any sort, of bait 
you can land him In good numbers 
most nny time, uud even through the 
Ice In winter he is an accommodating 
fellow. The perch Is a great little fa- 
vorite with the women and children 
who don't' go'uf tor pie gumer fellows, 
and many pleasant days can be spent 
for this .popular little, panner. A bait 
tliut. looks good to a blueglll tickles 
the fancy of the perch, and any old 
kind of a hook and line Is tackle 
enough to get him, although the real 
3Port Is to be hud with the long, light 
steel fly rod. 

Taken as a whole, the pan flsh are 
a gentlemanly little bunch of good fel- 
lows, .always eager to take a nibble 
and save a fisherman from, ringing up 
a "goose egg" for the day's fishing, and 
jo Ws good, clean method of living we 
can thank him for. his' fine flavor, and 
crown him king of fresh /watoV flsh 
food.
